It consists of the 
official records of the war of the 
rebellion, which had been sent by 
the United States government to 
Colonel J aynes. 
About loo vol­ 
umes of this set have already been 
published by the government, and 
more are to follow. Only a limited 
number of copies were published, 
and these having been disposed of 
by the government, it is now dif­ 
ficult to obtain a set. The volumes 
contain 
the 
authenticated, con­ 
temporaneous records of the war 
of the rebellion, including the re­ 
ports, correspondence, orders and 
returns of both the union and con­ 
federate armies. 
Because of the 
authenticity of the records con­ 
tained in these volumes, and be­ 
cause of the limited 
number of 
copies issued, the set is a valuable 
one, and the library is to be con­ 
gratulated on obtaining it.
